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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

Figures 11-16 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only that 
which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in compliance with 37

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: A brief description 
of Figure 16 is given, however, no further description of the figure is included in the 
specification. It is suggested that a detailed description of the figure be included in the 
specification.

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

Claims 1-10 are considered allowable because the present invention comprises a 
synchronizing signal processing circuit comprising a first counter, a second counter, a first gate, 
a second gate, a synchronizing pulse producing circuit, and a reset signal producing circuit. The 
reset signal producing circuit outputting a reset signal to the second counter when receiving the 
first synchronizing signal from the first gate circuit and the self-running synchronizing pulse 
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form the self-running synchronizing pulse producing circuit. The closes art, Hatakenaka (US 
Patent 5,459,419) shows a similar circuit including a first counter, a second counter, a first gate, 
a second gate, and a synchronizing pulse generating circuit. However, Hatakenaka fails to teach 
reset signal producing circuit outputting a reset signal to the second counter when receiving the 
first synchronizing signal from the first gate circuit and the self-running synchronizing pulse 
form the self-running synchronizing pulse producing circuit. This distinct feature has been 
included in independent claims 1 and 6 rendering them allowable. Claims 2-5 and 7-10 are 
dependent on allowable claims 1 and 6, respectively, and are thereby allowed.
